At the July 8th township board 
meeting, the board voted to app- 
rove the settlement reached by all 
the communities in the 34th 
District Court. 

As part of the funding agree- 
ment the board had to agree to sign 
- arelease that forgave any amounts 
-owed to either Romulus or by 
Romulus to the individual com- 
munity. 

The township attorney expl- 
ained that the dispute went back 
22 years to 1976 when the funding 
arrangement first became a matter 
of dispute. Because the court is 
housed in the City of Romulus, the 
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34th District Court 
Funding Agreement 


city had been taking a larger share 
of the traffic fines with the remain- 
der going to the community that 
issued the ticket. 

For a number of years several 
communities, particularly Van 
Buren Township had been unhap- 
py with the funding arrangements 
and after a series of negotiations 
with representatives from all the 
communities an agreement was 
reached. In essence, each side for- 
gave the other for monies owed. 

Trustee McKinney objected to 
this and expressed a desire for 
greater detail in the agreement. He 
seemed to be concerned about the 
$18,000 that was the amount of 
Huron Township’s dispute with 
the court and part of the $105,000 





that was disputed by all the com- 
munities. In response, the town- 
ship attorney pointed out that 
Huron Township appears to have 
been improperly operating a traffic 
bureau and likely owed the City of 
Romulus an amount greater than 
$18,000. 

As part of the agreement, Huron 
Township will be allowed to oper- 
ate its own traffic bureau and any 
fines paid within a certain time 
period would be 100-percent col- 
lected by the township. Techni- 
cally prior to this agreement, 
Huron Township improperly col- 
lected 100-percent when the fine 
was paid quickly and this was the 
dispute Romulus had with the 
township. Under the agreement 









any fines processed by the court 
after the agreed time period — 
would be split 2/3 the. City of 
Romulus and 1/3 the ticketing 
community. 

The township supervisor was 
part of the final series of negotia- 
tions and he spoke in favor of the 
proposal. He indicated the alterna- 
tive was expensive ligitation and 
that the outcome was uncertain. 
The remainder of the board seem 
to be in agreement and the motion 
to accept the proposal and mutual 
release was approved. Trustee 
McKinney was the single dissent- 
ing vote.
